One  of  the  highlights  of  the 
program  will  be  the  performance 
of  early  American  contras, 
quadrilles,  and  charlestons  by  the 
BYU  International  Folk  Dancers 
under  the  direction  of  Mary  B. 
Jensen. 

The  ballroom  dance  team  will 
be  another  highlight.  However, 
nothing  will  be  more  spectacular 
than  the  finale  when  all  7,000 
dance  at  once. 


A special  feature  of  the 
conference  will  be  tonight’s 
Centennial  Ball  commemorating 
the  100th  aniversary  of  the

Cats  Finish  High 


In  NCAA  Meet

BYU’s  Cougars  returned  home 
from  the  NCAA  Track  and  Field 
Championships  with  one  of  the 
highest  point  totals  they  have  ever 
accumulated.  Even  though  the 
Cats  scored  more  points  than  they 
did  last  year,  they  finished  lower 
simply  because  this  was  an 
exceptional  year  for  everyone  in 
the  sport. 

Said  Coach  Clarence  Robison, 
“I’m  very  pleased  with  the 
performances.  Everyone 
performed  well,  although  some 
did  not  live  up  to  their  own 
expectations.  It  will  be  very 
difficult  to  duplicate  some  of  this 
year’s  performances.” 

ALL-AMERICAN 

Three  Mountain  Cat  athletes 
earned  the  coveted  title  of 
All-American  in  four  events. 

Pertti  Pousi  repeated  as  an 
All-American  in  the  long  jump 
and  the  triple  jump.  He  took  the 
TJ  with  a respectable  52  feet,  114 
inches,  beating  last  year’s  titlist  by 
nearly  a foot.  He  was  third  in  the 
long  jump. 

Christer  CeUon  set  a new  school 


record  of  7 feet,  1 inch  in  the  high 
jump  as  he  finished  second  behind 
Oregon  State’s  Dick  Fosbury,  the 
Olympic  gold  medalist. 

Ralph  Mann,  a spectacular 
sophomore  from  southern 
California,  equalled  the  American 
and  NCAA  records  in  the  440 
yard  intermediate  hurdles  with  a 
clocking  of  :49.6.  The  records 
were  established  by  Rex  Cawley 
of  the  University  of  Southern 
California  in  1963. 

LEGAS  HURTING 

Dick  Legas  re-established 
himself  as  the  best  Cougar 
javelinist  when  he  qualified  in  that 
event  with  a toss  of  250  feet,  2 
inches.  By  doing  so,  he  reclaimed 
the  record  that  teammate  Juhani 
Nummela  had  taken  from  his  in 
late  May. 

Dick  didn’t  place  in  the  event, 
probably  due  to  an  injury  which 
kept  him  out  of  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference 
championships  and  has  bothered 
him  greatly  of  late. 

Only  two  Cougars  are  lost 
through  graduation  but  several 
others  will  be  lost  for  the  1970 
NCAA  Championships  because  of 
a rule  change. 


Journalism  Professor 
To  Speak  At  Forum 


Dr.  Curtis  D.  MacDougall, 
professor  of  journalism  at 
Northwestern  University  and 
visiting  professor  in  the  BYU 
summer  school,  will  speak  at 
Thursday’s  forum  assembly  at  10 
a.m.  in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall 
of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center. 

Dr.  MacDougall  will  be  teaching 
‘‘Editorial  Writing  and 
Interpreting  Public  Affairs,” 
“Mass  Communications  and 
Society,”  and  “Propaganda, 
Public  Opinion  and 
Communications”  at  BYU. 

He  has  written  several 
textbooks,  among 
them“Interpretative  Reporting” 
and  “Understanding  Public 
Opinion.” 

Dr.  MacDougall’s  first 
professional  job  was  with  a 
Wisconson  weekly  in  1918  as  a 
part-time  reporter. 

He  joined  the  Chicago  Bureau 
of  United  Press  International  in 
1926. 

Dr.  MacDougall  was  the  editor 
of  the  Evanston  (111.)  Daily 
News-Index  and  the  St.  Louis 
Star-Times.  He  spent  two  years  as 
an  editorial  writer  for  the  Chicago 
Sun  before  joining  the 


Northwestern  faculty. 

Dr.  MacDougall  has  been 
president  of  the  Association  for 
Education  in  Journalism.  His 
awards  include  the  Distinguished 
Teaching  in  Journalism  Award 
from  Sigma  Delti  Chi,  national 
joinnalistic  society. 

Dr.  MacDougall  earned  an  M.S. 
in  journalism  from  Northwestern 
in  1926,  a Ph.D.  in  sociology  from 
the  University  of  Wisconsin  in 
1933,  and  a literature  doctorate 
from  Columbia  College  in  1965.

Mkhigan  Students  Battle  Off-Campus  Landlords 


Provo  Rent  Inequities  Mirrored  In 
Principles  Of  Ann  Arbor  Harangue 


Owing  to  the  lack  of 
dormitories  for  undergraduates, 
thousands  of  University  of 
Michigan  students  are  living  off 
campus  and  fighting  “luxury 
rentals”  imposed  by  their 
landlords  with  a dramatic  rent 
strike. 

Some  1,200  students,  in  a 
three-month-old  strike,  have 
deposited  $125,000  in  back  rent 
in  a Canadian  bank  “to  prevent 
police  seizure”  and  “ have  filed  an 
antitrust  suit  in  federal  court 
against  Ann  Arbor’s  eight  major 
apartment  management  firms,” 
The  New  Republic  reports. 

In  an  article  by  Daniel 
Zwerdling  in  its  current  (May  31) 
issue,  the  magazine  asserts  the 
student  have  been  successful  in 
blocking  evictions  during  their 
protest. 

Reason  for  the  strike:  “The 
university  has  been  unable  to 
provide  moderate-  or  low-cost 
housing  for  students.  . . With 
off-campus  living  quarters  at  a 
premium,  private  landlords  name 
their  price  and  terms.  Rents  carry 
the  price  tag  of  luxury 
living— $280-350  per  month  for  a 
two-bedroom  five  man 
apartment—  but  their  cheap 
construction  and  often 
substandard  maintenace  make 
them  ‘luxury  slums,’  ” says  author 
Zwerdling,  a staff  editor  of  the 
Michigan  Daily,  the  student 
newspaper. 

“City  hall  files  bulge  with 
thousands  of  uncorrected  housing 
violations— deteriorating,  peeling

walls,  crumbling  stairways, 
dangerous  electrical  circuits, 
broken  plumbing.”  Ten  firms  own 
most  of  the  city’s  housing,  “and 
fellow  realtors,  landlords  and 
developers  sit  on  the  district  court 
bench,  on  the  city  coucil,  and  the 
zoning  commission.” 

Despite  these  odds,  the  New 
Republic  article  reports,  “students 
have  blocked  the  courts  from 
breaking  the  strike  by  jamming 
the  dockets  with  lengthy  eviction 
trials— initiated  at  landlord 
expense.”  Strikes  figure  it  would 
take  years  for  landlords  to  process 
every  tenant  through  a trial. 
“Most  of  the  strikers  expect  they 
will  have  to  repay  their  rents 
eventually,  but  while  they  stall, 
the  escrow  account  grows  bigger 
and  the  landlords  legal  expenses 
get  higher.” 

“Strikers  got  two  of  Ann 
Arbor’s  three  district  judges 
disqualified  on  conflict  of  interest 
(each  owns  rental  property,  and 
one  owns  on  exterminating  service 
that  does  businees  with  firms 
involved  in  the  strike).  Of  63 
court  summonses  since  the  strike 
began,  less  then  ten  have  reached 
trial  stage,  where  juries  awarded 
tenants  significant  rent  reductions 
(a  faulty  shower  nozzle  was  good 
for  a $20  reduction  in  one  case; 
general  building  violations  were 
worth  a $48  reduction  in 
another). 

According  to  author  Zwerdling, 
eight  tenants  have  filed  an 
anti-trust  suit  under  the  Sherman 


Act  against  the  major  realty  firms 
in  federal  court.  The  suit,  a class 
action,  charges  the  firms  “Have 
conspired  under  the  aegis  of  an 
Ann  Arbor  property  management 
association  to  fix  rents,  terms  and 
leases,  and  to  control  the  supply 
of  new  rental  housing  on  the  open 
market. 

“The  firms  flatly  deny  the 
charges,  and  insist  they  have 
‘never  heard  of  the  management 
association’  but  past  issues  of  the 
local  newspaper  quote  the  same 
landlords  as  identifying 
themselves  as  representatives  of 
the  association. 

The  students’  legal  case  is  being 
advanced  by  70  university  law 
students  available  readily  on  a 
14-hour  per  day  basis.  “Landlords 
lost  the  first  round  when  a district 
judge  refused  to  issue  a temporary 
injunction  against  the  strike.” 

The  strike  is  being  financed  by 
the  interest  on  the  monthly  rent 
checks  which  students  put  into  a 
Windsor  bank  account.  This  is 
something  new  in  student  strikes. 

Editor’s  Note:  This  article  is  not 
intended  to  inflame  anyone  to  fall 
in  line  with  the  aforementioned 
strikers.  However,  it  does  serve  to 
point  out  several  similarities 
between  the  problems  facing  Ann 
Arbor  and  Provo.  Each  year,  there 
is  an  outcry  from  students  here 
concerning  poor  housing  facilities 
and  excessive  rents;  and  each  year 
nothing  is  done.  We  ask:  How 
long  will  it  be  before  one  of  the 
two  sides  does  something?

Dear  Students: 

The  issues  facing  our  country 
today  are  more  urgent  than  at  any 
other  time  since  I entered  public 
life. 

Thoughtful  citizens,  aware  of 
the  speed  and  force  of  change  in 
this  climactic  era  of  human 
history,  are  demanding  a searching 
and  continuing  reexamination  of 
our  national  priorities  at  home 
and  the  role  of  our  country 
abroad.  They  know  that  even 
small  or  well-intentioned  errors 
can  have  disastrous  effects  upon 
the  lives  of  milions  of  people,  and 
even  upon  the  livability  of  the 
earth  itself. 


Perhaps  reflecting  my  bias  as  a 
member  of  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States,  I am  convinced 
that  the  Senate  plays  and  must 
continue  to  play  a vital  role  in  this 
process  of  reexamination.  I also 
believe  that  the  quality  of  the 
members  of  the  Senate  during  the 
past  few  years  has  been  equal  to 
that  in  any  previous  period  in  our 
history. 

But  this  quality  is  in  imminent 
danger  of  sharp  erosion.  An 
alarminly  large  number  of  the 
Senate’s  ablest  members  will  be 
running  for  re-election  next  year, 
and  most  will  have  difficult 
contests  against  very  strongly 
supported  opponents.  It  is 
imperative  for  the  future  direction 
of  our  country  that  we  do  all  we 
can  to  help  assure  that  these 
outstanding  Senators  will  be 
re-elected. 

Among  the  Senators  whose 
seats  are  at  stake  in  1970  are: 
Quentin  Burdick,  Albert  Gore, 
Philip  Hart,  Edward  Kennedy, 
Mike  Mansfield,  Eugene 
McCarthy,  Gale  MeGee, -Prank 
Moss,  Edmund  Muskie,  William 
Proxmire,  Joseph  Tydings, 
Harrison  Williams,  Ralph 
Yarborough,  Stephen  Young,  and 
others. 

You  will  recognize  that  this  is  a 
list  of  progressive-minded 
Senators.  Most  of  them  were 
elected  in  the  unusual  Democratic 
sweep  of  1958.  They  were 


re-elected  in  1964  in  the  equally 
unusual  and  over-whelming  defeat 
of  presidential  candidate  Barry 
Goldwater.  1970,  however, 
threatens  to  be  a most  difficult 
year  for  liberal  Senators  who  have 
take  strong  stands  on  the 
controversial  issues  before  the 
country.  Their  opponents  already 
are  raising  enormous  sums  to 
defeat  them,  and  special  assistance 
will  be  needed  in  saving  the  seats 
of  many  of  these  Senators. 

As  indicated  in  the  enlosed 
memorandum,  the  basic 
composition  of  the  Senate  will  be 
at  issue  in  these  elections.  I have 
had  disagreements  with  some  of 
the  Senators  whose  re-election  I 
am  urging.  I expect  that  I may 
again.  But  I support  them  because 
they  are  Senators  of  integrity  and 
conviction  whose  capacity  and 
courage  to  articulate  the  great 
issues  of  our  time  is  vital  to  the 
future  quality  of  our  national  life. 

May  I call  upon  you  to  give 
much  needed  support  to  the 
campaigns  of  these  Senator?

IRS  Introduces  Electronic  Teaching

Will  the  educator  ever  be 
replaced  by  a machine? 

“No.  In  fact  the  use  of

electronically  provided 
supplementary  and  introductory 
material  will  free  the  educator  and 
make  him  much  more  effective 
than  ever  before.  It  will  aid  him 
by  doing  two  things.  First,  it  will 
free  him  to  prepare  better. 

Second,  it  will  give  him  an 
opportunity  for  more  personal 
contact  and  discussion  with  his 
students  in  the  class  period,  the 
groundwork  having  been  done 
outside  the  class  or  in  a shorter 
period  of  time  in  the  classroom.” 

The  response  is  that  of  David 
Gallagher,  supervisor  of  an 
installation  called  the 
INFORMATION  RETRIEVAL 
SYSTEM(IRS)  of  the  BYU 
Electronic  Media  Department.  It 
came  in  reply  to  a question  posed 
during  an  interview  about  the  new 
system  and  its  applications.  The 
new  service,  centered  on  the  fifth 
floor  of  the  J.  Reuban  Clark 
Library,  is  equipped  with  34  track 
stereO'  tape  units  capable,  of 
providing  1 20  pre-taped  programs 
designed  by  the  teacher  to 
supplement  student  classroom  and 
lecture  experience. 


Anyone  can  listen  to  a specific 
program  by  simply  touch  dialing 
the  correct  four  digit  number  on 
any  one  of  the  109  “touch  dial” 
equipped  carrels  located  on  the 
library’s  fifth  floor.  Earphone  sets 
are  acquired  at  the  Record 
Listening  Library.  Programs  range 
from  the  required  music  listening 
for  the  Music  101  student  to  the 
entire  lecture  sequence  for 
Graduate  Education  627. 

The  success  of  the  system  since 
its  inauguration  at  the  hrst  of  May 
has  been  remarkable,  according  to 
Mr.  Gallagher.  He  added  that  a 
great  deal  of  enthusiasm  has  been 
shown  by  both  students  and 
teachers  who  have  had  occasion  to 
use  the  present  equipment. 

The  BYU  facility,  one  of  the 
largest  and  finest  in  the  western 
United  States,  is  currently 
engaged  in  an  interesting 
three-phase  development  program. 
The  first  phase  involves  the 
expansion  of  the  present  library 
installation  to  include  twice  the 
number  of  available  programs  and 
double  the  listening  areas. 

Its  completion  is  projected  for 


the  near  future.  Phase  two  of  the 
development  will  see  the 
extension  of  the  library-centered 
service  to  other  buildings  on 
campus. 

The  incorporation  of  an 
interesting  device  known  as  a 
“rate  changer”  whereby  a taped 
lecture  of  class  can  be  reduced 
without  noticable  distortion  to 
one-half  its  original  length  by  the 
electronic  removal  of  spaces 
between  words  is  also  planned, 
the  use  of  the  “rate  changer”  will 
increase  considerably  the 
discussion  and  questioning  time  of 
a class  period. 

The  final  phase  will  see  the 
system  extended  to  the 
dormitories  and  residence  halls.  In 
addition,  students  who  are  willing 
to  pay  the  cost  of  the  long 
distance  hook-up  will  be  able, 
through  IRS,  to  listen  in  on 
lectures  and  classes  given  by 
prominent  men  on  campuses 
throughout  the  country.  Tape 
exchanges  between  BYU  and 
other  universities  are  also  planned. 
Mr.  Gallagher  noted  that  this  was 
not  the  end  of  the  installation’s

possibilities.  “It  is  limited  only  b; 
the  limits  of  our  own  imaginatios 
in  finding  educational  application^tc 
for  it,”  he  added. 

An  auxiliary  aspect  of  IRS  isitsj 
utility  in  the  area  of  counseling. 
Gallagher  was  quick  to  point  out 
that  while  the  facility’s  primary 
purpose  was  the  improvement  of 
the  educational  process  it  wasjaol 
numb  to  such  specialized  area^ 
general  counseling.  Tapes  dealing 
with  subjects  such  as  “I  am  a p(»B  ( 
student,  why?”  and  “The  art|<rf 
listening”  have  already  beta 
prepared  and  are  available  for  use, 
Student  Selective  Service  and 
Veterans  information  has  bee® 
prepared  and  taped  for  the  benefit 
of  those  requiring  that 
information.  The  installation’s 
possibilities  and  applications 
from  there.

Miss  Samuelson  explained  that 
they  have  done  extensive  research 
on  the  play,  specifically  on  their 
own  roles  and  the  actors  that  have 
played  them.

The  fast-paced  farce,  directed 
by  Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen,  stars  two 
graduate  students  who  are  using 
the  play  as  part  of  their  masters 
theses.  Sydney  Samuelson  will 
portray  the  “shrew”  Katherine, 
and  Neal  Barth  will  be  seen  as  her 
suitor,  Petruchio. 


The  play  is  set  in  much  the 
same  setting  as  the  Elizabethan 
era  of  Shakespeare’s  time.  Dr. 
Hansen  explains  he  has  directed 
the  play  much  as  it  was  played  by 
a roving  repertory  group  in 
Shakespeare’s  day. 

The  stage  is  very  shallow  and  is 
void  of  scenery,  except  for  four 
periaktoid  arches  borrowed  from 
the  ancient  Greek  theater.  These 
arches  are  three-sided  structures, 
and  are  mobile  so  as  to  revolve  to 
represent  scene  changes. 

The  stage  has  also  been  fitted 
with  a false  proscenium  arch 
fashioned  after  the  Italian 
renaissance  theaters. 

The  production  will  have  only 
four  performances  from 
Wednesday  June  23  through 
Saturday  June  26.  Tickets  are 
available  at  the  Harris  Fine  Arts 
Center  ticket  office  from  1 1 to  2 
daily.
